Stickeon Country- 
The news we are daily piibli.sliing froin 
Stickoen river nalurallv attwcls n very largo 
share of jiublio attcnlioii. Whether the 
territory throuyli which it flows Ijl- rogardoi! 
poliliciilly, cuminijrcially, or iadiistriully, it; 
promises ero hiii? to occupy a siill hi;;iicr 
posilinn in public ostimiilioii. INot only the 
iiUcriio>ition ol'tiie Imperial authorities will 
bo rccjuirod lo givo it an established form of 
lioveriuneat ; but it is not , improbable,; if 
the country prove as rich as we have ovory 
reasou to believe it will, that it will ulti- 
inately bring about negotiations ' botweon 
England and' Russia for the ces,sion of the 
seaboard to the British Crown. It ciiniiot 
be supposed that a river lii?e tho Siiokeen 
that jan be navigated by steamers for 170 
01- IVO miles— a river tliiit drains a lerrilory 
so rich In -old, lh:it it iiiiiy nlUael tens ol' 
thousands of people— it cannot be; suiiposed 
that tho trade to which it will give rise, shall 
alhvays have to pass through a Kussiaii gale- j J 
way of thirty roilos— from tho soa coast lo 
the interior. Tho British population who 
occupy tho interior are not to be treated by 
thy Knssians like the Stickccti Indians ol 
the coast treat tho Indians of tho interior. 
(Jur trade mu.u be in Hiitish hands. <Hir 
resources, our energy, our enlcrpiise cannot 
he spent to build up a Russian emporinm al 
the mouth of the Stiekeen. Wo must have 
a landing to store our goods -wlierc tho 
Hritish flay shall wave over them. Wo are 
allowed by the treaty ol ) S-J.) lo navigate 
the river. i?o were the United Siities al- 
lowed to navigate the Mississipi'i prior to 
the purchase of Louisiana ; but the ;;rowin;.; 
power of tbo north ulliniatcly indicated 
either the sale of tho territory ioniiin- the 
Colony of Louisiana, or Iho acquisition ol 
it by resort to arms. Wo view the seaboard 
of the Stiekeen country m liie same light. 
From Portland Canal U> Mount J^t. Klias,. 
and thirty miles hack into the inlcrior— the 
territory thai Inrrns that jiarl ol Kiissiun 
America deliued by Iho treaty between Eng- 
land and Russia in 1825— has ultimately to 
lireome Dritieli, either as a direct result of 
1,;,! ih-. overy ol ■nM or from causes yet un- 
ileveloiied, hut v,l;ieli are certain to mature. 
Let any one glauco at the Stickeeii^ euniily 
and he must see that for liinisell. Tliere is 
along the Pacific coast from Portland Canal lo 
Mount -St. Klias a const-line of throe hun- 
dred miles, stretching into the interior thirty 
miles, fnllouing the indentations of the 
coast. I!ehinilihis is a va-t lorritory, larger 
than British Columbia, bounded on llie west 
by the 140th meridian, on llie notl!:, by the 
AcrticOcean; on tlieeast.liy the Uocky Moun- 
tains and Muckei)/ie nver ; on Ihe southeast, 
bvthe sister colony. Within the territory riv- 
ers taki^ iheii fe^e. Some llow cisl, emptying 
iheniselves iiii-tle' M.icKcti'ie, which falls 
into Ihe Ar('ti(- (»,:c;iii. Otlirrs 1 1 ■•(! about the 
eelUre ol lie; ierrilury.aiid bill liit" Ihe Arelii' 
Ocean, or ilow through Russian Ameii(.a tj 
the west of the HGlh meridian till they de- 
boneheinfo the Sea of Kamptschatka, below 
liehviii::;'s Straits. In tho same re-ioii rise.-- 
li;c Sli.'keeii, and lie' 'I'ahO : but tliCM! I.ill 
into liie l'.ri;ilie. They bleak ihr.ui-h llic 
eoast-belt of Russian leriitory, and are the 
only known gateways ihrniigh wliich access 
can be had lo the interior. From the l lGih 
meridian to Prince Frederick's Sound,vvhich 



the growth ol trade and population will soon 
surprise the most sanguine. Who shall con- 
trol it? The mouths of rivers, both before 
and since the era of railroads, iiavo com- 
manded the trade of the interior. Yet it 
would not bo agreeable to onr national pride 
to tolerate even in thought the idea that the 
Russian Griffin should occupy a spot made 
important by the British Lion. The mouth 
of Win Stickoen should bo ours ; or, at least, 
our iioliey should erect a distributing port 
on British soil, from whence our steam vcb- 
sbIs could pass tho Russian belt. Fort 
Simpson, Duiidas Island, Portland (!anal, or 
some other convenient point, might bo tho 
distributing rendezvous. The importance of 
early stops to gain the entire conbroLof the 
Slick con trade is m anifest. If we let the 
opportunity slip, a Russian town may supply 
the inhabitants of a British colony.

The body has not been 
recovered. Everything goes on (luiolly and 
peaceably at iho digging's. No mosquitoes 
are seen 70 or 80 miles above the mouth; 
but below that they are troublesome, in 
the interior there is no snow and tho wentlier 
is warm and pleasant.
